JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present P. and O, mail brings advices from this port to 
the 2nd Sept.; and by the Pacific mail we have ten days 
later news, viz., to the 12th Sept. ; the French mail from Lon 
don, 17th July, arrived out on the Ist Sept., and the following 
P. and O. mail of 24th July was received on the 7th Sept. 
The following summary of news is from the Jupan Mail :— 





The attitude of the Chinese in respect of the Formosa ques- 
tion naturally continues to be the great subject of discussion 
and speculation. It is generally believed that telegrams were 
received by the Government on the Ist Sept., announcing that 
the negotiations which Yanigawara was conducting at Peking 
had been broken off. Okubo, the 7 Extraordinary, would 
have arrived on the 27th Aug., and sutlicient time has elapsed 
for him to have reported by telegraph the result of his own in- 
terviews with the Chinese Minister for Foreign Affairs, In- 
deed, rumours are afloat that he has telegraphed regarding the 
extremely difficult phase the negotiations have assumed. But 
on all these points nothing is known for certain—all is mere 
vague rumour, and any pretence to pronounce with certainty 
what is actually the state of the negotiations must be received 
with entire suspicion. 

Meanwhile the Government is displaying abundant activity 
in preparing for war. A call has been made upon all men 
between twenty and thirty years of age to hold themselves in 
readiness for service, nor is any want of alacrity shown in re- 
sponding to it. It is said that the Satsuma clan alone has offered 
18,000 men whom it is prepared to equip and maintain, and the 
warlike spirit of the nation certainly presents a great contrast— 
as far as reports may be trusted—to the attitude of the Chinese, 
who, though certainly excited, display great unwillingness to 
enlist, and desert in hundreds after having enrolled. It may be 
fairly expected that the large figures which have been used in 
regard to the number of troops the Chinese can move and com- 
mand against the Japanese represent a great gham—a mere paper 
army—though there is a great deal said about them, China 
is undoubtedly greatly irritated by the action of the Japanese 
on the Formosa coast, and is anxious not only to prove the 
unjustifiable nature of this action, but also her power to dis- 
lodge and chastise the Japanese for what she considers their 
contumacy. War is regarded as inevitable by the foreigners 
in both countries, and it is difficult to understand how it can 
possibly be avoided. Yet one great fact must be borne in 
mind ; China does not want to go to war—she is not a warlike 
nation ; and Japan, though perhaps determined not to retire 
from the position she has assumed without an acknowledgment

NAGASAKI. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT, VIA SAN FRANCISCO.) 


NacasakI, Sept. 5. 

The settlement is now a vast display of specimens of the 
wretched slop-work of the native allders and the most annoy- 
ing reminiscence the property-holding residents have in viewing 
their wrecked habitations is, that they have paid high and ex- 
treme prices for them to the native contractors, who appear to 
yearly get from bad to worse ; if there is any criterion in the 
oldest buildings in numerous instances having stood the tempest 
best. The natives, I hear, have attempted to delude foreigners 
into the belief that the quantity of cargo destroyed is s0 great 
as to have affected its value considerably ; but this, like all 
Japanese rumours, must be received with more than ordinary 
caution, or even be dismissed as next to worthless. Growing 
crops, perhaps, may have been destroyed, but those who know the 
resisting capabilities of the godowns owned by Japanese are 
notlike to believe that much stored cargohas suffered. A change 
for the better in the weather took place on the Ist inst.,and almost 
every house-top has its contingent of plasterers on it, busy at 
work ; at least one advantage will be to have a site formed of 
newly-plastered roofs. From observations made it will take 
nealry twelve months to get things back to their original state 
perhaps even longer still, for the Japanese appear to be taking 
no steps to even clear up this settlement or to render the jetties 
available for use in the dark. The work of getting off the 
stranded vessels had progressed considerably previous to the 


despatch of my last letter, and since then the iron-clad Acme ken | 


has been pumped dry and floated off. The work of getting her 
off was performed by a foreigner, and it does not say much for 
the capabilities of the Japanese when they get into amess. The 
officers, or perhaps some of them, may be excluded from this un- 
enviable category, but the lower and ignorant classes, who form 
the seafaring and boating population, have the character of being 
utterly helpless. I have no doubt that the majority of the junks 
lost here were driven on shore after their cables parted, and no 
other result could have been expected, as they never use such 
things as chains to their anchors, but make shift with twisted 
rushes or twisted cord, to serve instead. It is cheap, or thought 
to be so, and the dearly bought experience of last month is not 
likely to effect any change in their ways of providing tackle. 

- The Formosan question continues the all-absorbing topic 
amongst the natives here, and, judging from appearances, the 
Japanese have no intention of retiring from the position they 
have taken. The Chinese residents here are uneasy, and are far 
from confident that matters will take a peaceful turn, but the 
matter is enveloped in mystery, and so contrary are the reports, 
that very little reliable information can he gathered beyond 
what is observable in the active preparations to be seen here 
daily in the shipping off stores, &c., to steamers bound for For- 
mosa. Whatever may have been the primary object of the 
expedition, it is very satisfactory to know that some of the most 
turbulent spirits in the Japanese army have gone with it, and 
few persons care about their returning to this place unless they 
return with most of their rowdy spirit taken out of them. While 
here a few months ago the townspeople had quite enough of 
their overbearing conduct, and were brutally treated by some 
of them.

SHANGHAT. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 6th Sept.; 
the French mail from London July 17 was received on the 30th 
August, and the following P. and O.. mail of the 24th July, 
arrived out on the 3rd Sept. The following summary of news is 
from the North China Herald :— 

There is not much “ war” news of any value, and v i 
Stherally of a local nature to be recondetl ; ths C. . Gore 
steamer Glengyle, which arrived on the 2nd Sept. from the river 
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ports, brought, as a first instalment of a large shipment of heavy 
guns which is being made, from Nankin to Tientsin, four sixty- 
eight and seven thirty-two-pounders, with the necessary car- 
riages, to work on pivot platforms, and about thirty tons of shot, 
besides other ammunition, all the production of the Nanking 
Arsenal. It is noteworthy that this is the first shipment of cargo 
ever taken by a foreign merchant steamer from this non-treat 
rt ; and no little difficulty was experienced in embarking su 

eavy material, from the want of appliances. It is reported at 
Hankow that two or three thousand native troops had gone down 
from there in boats, to embark at Chinkiang for Formosa.— 
The heavy guns and ammunition have since been forwarded per 
C.M.S.N. Co.’s steamer Fusing, and their ultimate destination is, 
we believe, the fortifications at the mouth of the Peiho. The 
guns must be taken on to Tientsin, as there is no landing acom- 
modation at Taku. 

The Futai is actively engaged in carrying out the object of 
his visit, by seeing to the defence of the port. In company with 
a retinue he has visited Woosung, and prospected the situation, 
with a view to its fortification, according to plans which have 
been under preparation for some time. The Chinese officials 
generally, however, seem to put faith in the report started about 
a week ago, that an understanding had been arrived at in Peking 
regarding the Formosan difficulty, and we hear that they are re- 
laxing the haste of their preparations for a contest. 

Fresh rumours of a somewhat alarming nature as to the inci- 
pient rebellion in the North were current in the Settlement on 
Wednesday, and appear to have been heard of also at Chefoo. 
Careful inquiry, however, leads us to believe that it is only a 
variation of the original story, filtered through Chinese channels. 
Letters from Tientsin to the time the Sin Nanzing left state 
that everything was perfectly quiet, that no apprehensions of 
disturbance were entertained, and that the prompt and severe 
measures taken by Li in arresting and executing several of the 
ringleaders in the mutiny seemed to have effectually stamped it 
out. 

The Yungching, one of the three steamers of the China Mer- 
chants’ fleet engaged in the Chinese Government transport ser- 
vice, arrived from Keelung on the 2nd Sept. She brought a 
caro of coal for Government use, which she proceeded to Kee- 
lung to take in, after landing her 600 troops at Takow, the desti- 
nation of the whole force, which numbered about 2,500 men. The 
Fungehing was the first to arrive at the rendezvous, Ponghou, in 
the Pescadore Islands, and is the first back on the return voyage. 
She passed the Leeyuen and Aden on 1st Sept., both these being 
bound to Chinkiang for more troops. The fleet, numbering seven 
vessels, arrived at Ponghou on Aug. 23rd, within eight hours of 
each other. After it had been moored in Ponghou harbour, the 
Japanese corvette Vitsin (which left Shanghai on the 28th of 
July) hove in sight, and anchored at the entrance of the har- 
bour ; and when the fleet received orders, on the 25th, to get up 
steam and proceed to Takow, the Vitsin also put to sea. Shortly 
after the arrival of the fleet at Takow, which occurred on the 
same day, the Vets¢n again made her appearance, and cast anchor 
alongside the transports. After two of the gunboats had disem- 
barked their complement of the contingent, they again got under 
way and put to sea, and were soon after followed by the Vitsin, 
which it is supposed proceeded to Langkiao. The Yungching 
has again left for Chinkiang, to embark more troops and stores 
for Formosa. 

The S. S. N. Company’s steamer Aiangse arrived from Naga- 
saki on the 2nd September, having left there on the 30th August. 
She will, we understand, resume her place on the Shanghai and 
Ningpo line. For the past two and a half months the Kiangse 
traded between Kobe and Yokohama, in connection with the 
new Trans-Pacific line of steamers. The Avangse reports that 
when she left Nagasaki the Stonewall was afloat, with slight 
damage, as also the steamer Ping On and the barque Hamburg. 
The Jfudras, which we previously reported as having been towed 
off by the Nunzing, made a trip to some of the neighbourin 
islands, and was nearing Nagasaki harbour on her return, wit! 
700 troops on board for Formosa, as the Avangse was leaving. 

The minutes of a meeting of the committee appointed to take 
steps to establish the Chinese Polytechnic Institution and Read- 
ing-room form a progress report of peculiar interest. The in- 
fluential constitution of the committee, and the earnestness and 
tact with which its individual members have gone to work, 
augur well for the success of the project ; while the evidently 
sympathetic reception met with from the native community is 
we feel sure, especially due to the enlightened co-operation of 
the Chinese gentlemen on the committee. Funds have been 
collected which the committee think sufficient, taken in con- 
nection with other considerations, to warrant them in at once 
starting the institution. 

Mr. Thomas Fawcett arrived on the 2nd Sept., a prisoner, in 
the Glenyyle, from Nagasaki, and was at once delivered over to 
H.M.’s sheriff, pending his transmission to Chefoo, which will 
probably be effected towards the end of the week. It seems 
natural and right that he should be called to a strict account for 
the manslaughter in which he is reported to have been concerned 
on the Shantung Promontory, but it seems hard that he should 
be dragged all the way from Japan back to the scene of the 
wident, after having been practically declared free of crimi-

nality by the Consul ; and it is sincerely to be hoped that, whilst 
the machinery of justice is being so actively put in motion to 
secure redress on our side, some one is taking the trouble to see 
that the Chinese officials at Chefoo are doing their duty in ar- 
resting all the parties concerned in the mob attack upon the 
lighthouse artificers, and calling them to ascount for com- 
mitting the breach of the peace which gave rise to the unfor- 
tumate accident—as we lieve it to be—through which 
life on the Chinese side was sacrificed. It is curious 
to observe the frantic demand of a life for a life penalty 
at all hazards which has characterised the conduct of the Chefvo 
mandarins in this instance, as it similarly did that of the Taoutai 
and Chehsien of Shanghai in the Ford case, and to contrast 
therewith the cold-blooded hesitation and atrocious duplicity 
with which our cry for justice was met, when innocent blood 
was foully and of set purpose shed in the streets of Tientsin. 
The persistent energy of the Taoutai of Chefoo, which expended 
i in the shaking of H.M.’s Consul, when he found his wished- 
for victim likely to escape such justice as he desired to inflict, 
might be copied by some of our officials with advantage, when 
cases of real wrong call for adjustment and are treated by the 
Chinese with the neglect or evasion in which they are such won- 
derful adepts where the foreigner unluckily happens to be on the 
right side. : 

At the Police-court, William Mackenzie, chief steward of the 
steamer Glenfinlus, was brought before Mr. Myburgh, sitting as 
pee magistrate, charged by Captain H. @. Wilcox with re- 

usal of duty under peculiar circumstances. It appeared from 
the complainant’s statement that certain stores, which would 
cost £20 to replace here, were missing, and could not be ac- 
counted for by the defendant, and he was also said to be lazy 
and incompetent, and complainant disrated him to the position 
and pay of A.B., but he was not to go aloft, and only to be em- 
loyed on deck in such work as scrubbing and cleaning. 
The defendant refused to do the work assigned him on 
deck, and for so refusing was brought before the Court. 
The defendant alleged that the captain had taken a dislike to 
him at the commencement of the voyage, and had ever since 
treated him in a harsh and contemptuous manner. He produced 
certificates as to his character aa competency as steward, ex- 
tending over a long period, and said he ad been chief steward 
for ten years. With respect to the missing stores, he said they 
were kept in lockers, the fastenings of which were broken, and 
anybody could get to them, but the stores missing could be re- 
laced in Glasgow for £2. The magistrate held that the de- 
endant was justified in refusing to do deck work ; as he had 
shipped as chief steward, he could not be compelled to do a 
common seaman’s duty. ‘The case was therefore dismissed. 

A despatch from the U. S. Consul at Swatow to the Consul- 
General here, confirms the statement we gave recently that the 
wreck on the Boat Rocks proves to be that of the American 
barque Scotland, Captain Glidden, lost in the gale of 23rd 
March last. Mr. Hammond, the Commissioner of Customs, 
who took a great deal of trouble to identify the wreck, on be- 
half of those interested in the vessel, as well as in the interests 
of navigation on the coast, obtained the services of professional 
divers from Shanghai. On 15th August the divers succeeded in 
making a thorongh inspection of the wreck. They found that the 
bulwarks had been washed away,and with them the name board, 
while owing to a peculiarly heavy ground swell they were unable 
to go under the vessel’s counters to see her name. Had they 
been able to reach the place, however, it is unlikely they could 
have made it out, the hull being completely covered with bar- 
nacles. brats secured the wheel, which was identified by the 
captain of the Lunalilo, now in Swatow, who had formerly 
commanded the Scotland, and who recognised it from some par- 
ticular work on it. This appears to remove all doubt as to the 
identity of the wreck, which by the way is now so completely 
broken up as to be no longer dangerous to navigation. One of 
the divers reached the cabin, and found that everything had 
been washed away. Nothing has ever been heard of the crew. 

It will be remembered that on the night of the 24th Aug. a 
Mr. Russell was seriously assaulted by a number of men in the 
Honan-road, and six balla of opium taken from him. Owing, 
we believe, to the representations of Senor J. J. de Emperanza, 
the Spanish Consul (one of whose nationals Mr. Russell claims 
to be), the case is so far settled that the!opium has been given up. 
The men concerned in the assault, who are su to have be- 
pugee to the Lekin Guild, will be dealt with by the Mixed 

An able seaman of the steamer Glenfinlas, named Geddes, has 
met with a serious accident. He and another man were told to 
lash a spare screw blade to the ship’s side under the forecastle, 
the blade being at the time on its side and held in position by a 
tackle. The men passed two or three turns of the lashing round 
it, and then let go the tackle, when the blade slipped a little, 
owing to the lashing not being well passed, and caught Geddes’s 
leg. He lay in this position for some time until straps could be 
passed under the blade, which was then lifted by means of a 
whip. The unfortunate man’s leg was found to be fractured. 
He was removed to the General Hospital, and it is thought will 
have to undergo amputation of the limb. 

The French barque Union has grounded on the Blockhouse 
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Spit, and the exertions made to get her off have failed so far. 

As the tides have been falling, it is expected she will not get off 

for five or six days more. If the weather continues fins, how- 

ever, she will probably not sustain any material damaye. Her 
cargo consists of rattans, plauks, and heavy logs, and it is 

believed that the discharge or abandonment of the former would 

do little to relieve her, while in her present position the logs 
could only be got out with great difficulty, if at all. 

% The following items of intelligence are taken from the Celestia 

mpire :— 

Some experiments have been tried outside Woosung with 
torpedoes manufactured at Kaou-chang-meaou under European 
supervision. Several high officials were present, and amongst 
the number the Futai of the province. One and all expressed 
themselves surprised and delighted with the results attained, 
and gave orders for the manufacture of a large number as 
speedily as possible. The experiments were made on a raft. 

The construction of defences at Woosung is proceeding with 
a wonderful amount of energy, under the superintend ence, we 
hear, of an official in the Customs’ service, who has been tol d off 
for the purpose. A long line of earthworks is to be run up, and 
all the remains of the old forts put in thorough repair. The 
Customs’ cruiser Awa-hsing leaves on the 6th for her usnal 
monthly visit to the lightships in the district, and on her return 
we are given to understand that she will be employed for some 
weeks in surveying the approaches to Woosung for the purposes 
of fortification. 

Amandarin from Swatow or Foochow is at present in Shanghai, 
his object being to buy up all the ponies he can. He makes it 
no secret that their destination is Formosa, and that they are to 
be used as chargers for the braves. This should be an excellent 
opportunity for the stable-keepers on the Maloo to get rid of 
their spavined stock, although we hear that the agent of the said 
mandarin does not offer a very high figure for the commodity he 
is in search of. 

The 4th Sept. was the anniversary of the establishment of 
Her Majesty’s Supreme Court in Shanghai ; the august cere- 
mony of swearing the Chief Judge, Assistant Judge and Law 
Secretary, the superior officers of the Court, appoimted under 
the Roval sign manual, having been conducted by the Chief 
Judge himself on the 4th September, 1865. 

Mr. Carvalho, lately appointed Portuguese Consul at Shanghai, 
has made his official call on the Taoutai, and was cordially 
received by his Excellency with all the customary honours of 
trumpets and popguns. The Consul was accompanied by his 
interpreter, Mr. H. A. Pereira. 

We are informed that the appeal of the Library Committee 
to the public has been so far successful that the subscribers now 
number 120. The number which is necessary to carry on the 
institution, as will be remembered, is 150, and we sincerely trust 
that the desired result will speedily be attained. 

Among the passengers who left by the Pacific Mail Company's 
steam-ship Vevada were thirty Chinese students, under the care 
of three guardians. Their destination is New York, where their 
education is to be completed. 


FORMOSA. 
THE JAPANESE EXPEDITION. 

A correspondent of the China Mail writes under date, Amoy 
5th September, as follows :— 

The Japanese question must be brought to a solution very 
soon. Judging from circumstances, the Japanese would be only 
too glad to get out of their difficulty by the withdrawal of their 
troops without humiliation to their country. The continuance 
of their stay in Formosa is only ruinous to their financial re- 
sources. It is calculated that the cost of the maintenance of 
the 3,000 soldiers is no less a sum than from $40,000 to 45,000 8 
month, owing to the exorbitant prices they have to Py for 
their food. Liangkian is not a producing district, and every 
article of food must be impo from other of the 
island. The difficulty of transport is so great that an egg which 
costs no more than eight or nine cash at the one place fetches 
sixty cash at the other. They have been there nearly five 
mouths, and it must have cost the Government over $200,000. 
Then there is their pay, their equipment, ammunition spent 
drills and in their fight with the aborigines, the charters of 
ships, and the payment of heavy salaries to European assistants 
Putting all things together, they must have spent a sum not far 
short of $1,000,000. The country is so badly off in seine 
matters, that on that account alone they cannot carry on mu 
longer. They had at the outset of the expedition borrowed 
$600,000 of the Oriental Bank, and when a further loan was 
asked, the bank refused it. They then applied to Messrs. Jar- 
dine, to get $200,000. If Japan had not the means of main- 
taining even an army of occupation how could she expect to be 
able to carry on a war. Japan must see her mistake now, and 
that is why the Minister is sent to Peking ; he seeks for an ho- 
nourable withdrawal. He will, I am told on good authority, pro- 
pose that the troops shall be withdrawn on condition that n on 
of a Japanese invasion of Corea Chinese will not espouse t 
cause of that country. This is a condition which I don’t t 
China would accede to. It is more likely that she will insist on

an unconditional withdrawal, seeing that she is now ready for a 
fight, which she knows will bea long one. There is another 
reason which makes the Japanese Government hesitate to go to 
war. The people have been so much imbued with republican 
_ideas that the first severe reverse he suffers would deprive the 
““,Jikado of his throne. This is extremely likely, and the Cabinet 
is not blind to the possibility of such an eventuality. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 12th September ; 
the French mail from London July 31 was received on the 
7th September. The following items of news are from the China 
Mail :-— 

The alleged Spark pirate has been committed for trial. Six 
other men, apprehended on suspicion, have been discharged as 
regards the graver charge. Three men captured in the neigh- 
bourhood of Canton have made a full confession of their partici- 

ation in the deed. The Spark has resumed her place on the 
ine, but owing to numerous protests will be replaced by the 
White Cloud. Captain Sharp, of the Chinese Revenue steamer 
Shun-chi, committed suicide. A new company for the manufac- 
ture of artificial ice has been eatablishied’ in Hong Kong. A 
rival line of night boats between Canton and Hong Kong 
has been started. The Hong Kong, Canton, and Macao Steam- 
boat Company has, in consequence, lowered its fares to ten 
cents per night passenger. A memorial from the unofficial mem- 
hers of Council relative to the boundaries of Colonial Jurisdiction 
has been forwarded to the Government. The P.M.S.S. Alaska 
has been detained, owing to the discovery of a fracture in her 
paddle-shaft. Major-General Colborne arrived here on the 29th 
Aug. The storage of powder, the question of Colonial Jurisdiction, 
the conveyance of Chinese passengers, and the Shipping Ordinance 
Consolidation Bill have been discussed at meetings of the Legis- 
lative Council during the fortnight. A public meeting of the 
colonists will be held on Monday, the 14th, to consider what 
oe should be taken regarding the Customs blockade. 
he Spanish corvette S¢. Lucia has gone over to the Kowloong 
Docks for the purpose of docking. We note that Mr. Bowlder, 
who succeeds to the post in the Surveyor-General’s-office recently 
occupied by Mr. Alford, arrived by last mail. We are glad to 
learn that the question put by the Hon. Mr. Rowett at the last 
meeting of the Legislative Council, relative to British jurisdic- 
tion over Lamma Island, is not likely to drop, and that his 
Excellency the Governors promise to forward any representa- 
tion on the subject from the unofficial members is likely to be 
availed of. 

The zteamship Yangtsze during the recent rough weather 
broke adrift from the moorings at the Kowloong Dock, parted 
her cable, and went ashore on the other side of Kowloong Point 
in Dock Bay. Fortunately, the bottom was sandy, and no 
danger and but little injury was apprehended for the vessel. 
She had a marvellous escape from shipwreck. The buoy to which 
she was moored broke away during a heavy squall on Friday 
night last. The chain of an anchor which was let go to 
pull her up after she began to drift also snapped off close 
to the hawse pipe. The vessel drifted at great speed, at first 
broadside on, towards one of the reefs with which Dock 
Bry is studded. She was brought head to shore with diffi- 
culty, and the reef was seen all at once close under her bows. 


The helm was put hard a-port, and the steamer continued her. 


headlong course, escaping contact with every rock until she 
reached the beach, where she touched, and was little by little 
driven up on the sand. Reefs are on each side of her, and it is 
astonishing to find that she escaped injury. She was next day 
got afloat, without damage by the aid of the Fame and Pilotfish, 
and the Dock Company’s employés. The captain is to be con- 
gratulated that nothing worse came of the unusual accident, 
which placed his vessel in what might have been a dangerous 


position. 
A meeting of the islative Council was held on the 
3lst Aug. t :—H. E. the Governor, the Hon. the Chief 


Justice, the Hon. the Colonial sprees the Hon. the Attorney 
General, the Hon. the Registrar General, and the Hons. P. Ryrie, 
J. Whittall, R. Rowett, and W. M. Ale. 

The minutes of the last meeting having been read and con- 
firmed, 

His Excellency asked the Attorney General whether he had 
made the necessary alterations in the Shipping Ordinance. The 
Attorney General replied in the affirmative, and that he was 
prepared to go into the question at once. 

Before proceeding to this business his Eeeelleuey bey eae the 
first reading of the Ordinance to amend and consolidate the laws 
relating to the conveyance of Chinese passengers and of Chinese 
emi ts. The reason for bringing forward this measure was, 
that although an Ordinance to the same effect as this had been 
already passed by the Council, yet some verbal and other correc- 
tions had=been suggested by the Home authorities. A letter from 
the Secretary for the Colonies to that effect was read by the Colo- 
nial Secretary, and the Bill was read a first time. 

The Hon. R. Rowett then proceeded to present the motion 
which stood in his name. He asked whether any steps had been 
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taken by the Government in the matter of the outrage recently 

committed by pirates at Lamma Island. The result of this out- 

rage was that five men were wounded, of whom two had died 

in hospital, aud three were in process of recovery. The honour- 

able member then reviewed the recent outrages that have been 
rpetrated. 

The Colonial Secretary in rising said that he would confine 
himself to evehianes J the quostion contained in the motion be- 
fore the meeting. He believed that Lamma Island was not in the 
jurisdiction of Hong Kong. The Attorney-General, to whom the 

uestion had been submitted, had decided it was not. However, 
the matter had been referred to Sir Brooke Robinson, and he 
was of the same epinion, In addition to this he had reason to 
believe that the alleged piratical attack was a mere party fight 
between the junk and the fishermen. 

The Hon. J. Whittall then moved the following question :— 
“Ts the powder magazine on Kellett’s Island used for naval and 
military purposes only, or is it used or intended to be used for 
the storage of gunpowder? What is the largest quantity of 
gunpowder and other explosive substances supposed to be stored 
there, and what quantity of such articles is stored there now ]— 
The Colonial Secretary briefly repled that the question had been 
referred to the military authorities, who did not think that it 
was expedient to sive any information.—Mr. Whittall most in- 
dignantly protested, and said that he would send in a protest in 
writing. 

This discussion was then dropped, and the House proceeded, 
in committee, to the consideration of the proposed alterations in 


the Shipping Ordinance Bill. Several points were again post- 
poned. The question of the number of passengers to be carried, 


and the amount of accommodation to be provided for them pro- 
voked a loug discussion, and was still reserved. 

An interesting report was read from the Harbour-master re- 
commending that that part of the Bill which refers to the regis 
tration of junks, which is merely a reprint of the Ordinance on 
the same subject of 1866, is quite sufficient for the purpose, and 
should be allowed to stand without alteration. 

The further consideration of the Bill was postponed. 

The items which had been allowed by the Finance Committee 
were read over by the Colonial Secretary, and confirmed by the 
Council. Some further discussion then took place with regard 
to the Lamma affair, and the Council then adjourned till Mon- 
day, the 7th, at 2.30 P.M. . 

On that day there were present H.E. the Governor, the Hon. 
the Colonial Secretary, his Honour the Chief Justice, the Hon. 
the Attorney-General, the Hon. the Registrar-General, and the 
Hons. P. Ryrie and R. Rowett. After the minutes of the last 
meeting hal been read and confirmed, his Excellency the Go- 
‘vernor moved that the standing orders be suspended, aud that 
the Council proceed to the second reading of an Ordinance to 
consolidate and amend the law relating to Chinese passenger 
ships, and the conveyance of Chinese emigrants. <A few verbal 
alterations were made in the Bill, which then passed its second 
reading as No. 5 of 1874. 

The House then went into committee to consider the Shipping 
Ordinance Consolidation Bill. The Attorney-General suggeste 
that any shipmaster coming into this port with more than the 
regulated number of passengers should be subject to a fine not 
exceeding $250, which was agreed to, and some further verbal 
corrections and amendments were made. 

His Excellency the Governor thought it would not be advisable 
to send the bill home for approval before passing it, on the ground 
that it appeared like throwing responsibility on to the shoulders 
of the Secretary of State which the colony should bear itself. 
To submit a Bill for approval was tantamount to asking the people 
of the Colonial-office to draft a Bill themselves. 

Both the Chief Justice and the Attorney General held an 
opposite opinion, both thinking that if the Bill were passed 
without approval from home, it might be repealed, the Chief 
Justice asserting that the Bill contains much that trenches upon 
Imperial legislation. At the recommendation of his Excellency 
it was put to the Council, moved by the Hon. the Chief Justice, 
and seconded by the Hon. the Attorney General, that the Ordi- 
nance as now framed in committee should be submitted for the 
approval of the Home {Secretary of State before it is finally 

assed. 
P Some desultory conversation ensued, the Governor remarkin, 
that he did not know of any precedent for the course pursued, 
and saying that perhaps the Secre of State would not like to 
be asked todo what gentlemen in Hong Kong were paid for 
doing. However, he would send the Bill home, with the report 
of the Council. 

The Council adjourned at 4.15 p.M., sine die. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
: Hone Kona, Sepr. 12, 1874. 

It is a notorious fact that the pirates of the Pearl River make 
Hong Kong very often their head-quarters, and almost always 
the place to which they resort, after a successful piracy, to get 
rid of their booty. The town contains more than one hundred 
thousand Chincse, of whom the majority are dealers, and of whom 
also not one could be accused of any commercial morality, in 
our sense of the term, or of any scruple as to purchasing even 
blood-stained articles with a view to profit. The only sentiment 
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that acts upon the Chinese mercantile mind as a deterrent 
from law-forbidden enterprise is the fear of discovery and 
consequent punishment, and their native cunning, backed 
by their numbers and dense aggregation, together with an 
inefficient European police organisation, reduce the chances 
of detection to a minimum. In the recent Spark piracy and 
murder case, the pirates must have acquired over ten thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of booty. Seven thousand dollars in notes 
alone were taken from the compradore’s cabin. Seventy pirates 
were implicated in the attack. It is not too much to say that 
there is every probability that fifty of these at least have visited 
Hong Kong since the outrage, and that the greater part if not 
all of the booty has been already fenced in that town. One man 
was apprehended in Wanchi, the lower part of the town, 
on the night preceding the departure of the last English 
mail. Jewellery was found in his box that has been 
identified, some as belonging to the unfortunate [murdered 
Captain Brady, other as the property of the European 
paneenger and the ship’s officers, and some jade stone bracelets 
by a Chinese female passenger, who says they are the same 
as were taken from her during the piracy. She had the 
option of allowing them to be taken off her arms, whence they 
could only be removed with the aid of water, or of having her 
arms cut off. Just so poor Mundy was told that if he did 
not take off his rings his fingers would be amputated to 
facilitate their removal; and he managed with the last 
effort of his strength before he became insensible to pull off his 
jewels and hand them to the robbers. The case against the 
man arrested is very complete, and after a long and tedious 
olice investigation he has been committed for trial at the 
upreme Court’s next session, which will take place on the 
18th inst. Another man was arrested a few days after the 
firat on a charge of illegal possession of property. As some 
coats found on him were at any rate similar, one to a garment 
of Captain Brady’s, and another to one worn by the chief 
officer, who is missing, he was also charged with piracy and 
murder ; but the case against him has miserably fallen through, 
and he has been convicted simply of suspicious possession of pro- 
perty, and received a summary conviction of three months. 

ive other men, wretched boatmen, were singled out by police 
perspicacity. A raid was made on their boats, which were bund 
armed with one or two old muskets. In the fight occasioned b 
the police invasion, a man threw one of these arms overboard, 
and leaped into the water himself, but was taken on an island 
to which he swam, and with his four companions was 
charged too with the crimes of piracy and murder. The 
police failed utterly in making even the shadow of a case 
against these men, who were released, after several days’ 
detention, on finding security for good behaviour. Thus 
only one of the seventy ruffians has been brought within 
the reach of English law. The Chinese authorities have been 
more expeditious. Five men have been captured at or near 
Canton, aud have been executed, after making confessions that 
they had formed part of the Spars gang on the occasion of the 
piracy, and giving the names and conditions of some of their 
accomplices. It is worth remarking, as bexring out what I have 
said above concerning the disposal of stolen property in Hong 
Kong, that the robbers taken in Canton remarked in their con- 
fessions that they still had their share of the money in their 
possession when captured. The probability is that, had they 
remained afew days longer at liberty, the notes would have 
been in circulation in Hong Kong, whence they issued, and 
whither they would in due course have arrived as certainly as 
the water taken up from the sea in vapour returns to it in the 
streams. Another man, who was taken by some of the Hoppo 
of Canton’s soldiers, to whom he offered a frantic resistance, te 
since died of his wounds, after making full confession. 

On Monday next, the 14th, there will be some tall talk in 
Hong Kong. At the request of the principal citizens the 
Sheriff has convened an indignation meeting. If the present 
state of the colony’s relation to China is allowed to continue, a 
very few more years may suffice to the ruin of the former, and 
the picture may be realised of “Chinese fishermen drying their 
nets in the piazzas of the Town-hall.” The complete blockade 
of this port by Chinese revenue cruisers, and the constant 
squeezes put by them upon native trading craft entering or 
leaving the harbour, is becoming too serious not to become the 
subject of just complaint. Hong Kong has been and is so im- 
portant a possession to Great Britain during her relations with 
China as to deserve the utmost consideration and protection of 
her interests on the part of the mother country. The question 
cf the right of possession of Lamma Island, and whether it is 
not included in the charter of the colony, has been before the 
Legislative Council, in reference to a recent outrage perpetrated 
by a mandarin junk ae some fishermen, and _ is the subject of

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 19th 
September ; the French mail from London, 14th August, was 
received on the 13th Sept. And the following P. and O. mail’ 
of the 2Ist Aug. arrived out on the 19th Sept. The following 
summary of news is from the Straits Times :— 

The Legislative Council has held three meetings during the 
fortnight, on the 7th, 14th, and 15th. At the first of these 
mectings some important papers were laid on the table, none of 
which have, however, as yet reached us. The discussions at the 
first two meetings were of an uninteresting character ; a Bill to 
afford protection to Indian coolie immigrants and the Ap 
Courts Procedure Bill have passed their first, and the Passenger 
Ships Bill its second reading,—the latter being a measure to 
supply defects and omissions that have become apparent in the 
working of existing ordinances on the subject, and extending pro- 
tection to deck passengers and passengers in local trading vessels, 
At the mecting on the 15th his Excellency Sir Andrew Clarke 
elaborately explained his policy and action towards the Native 
States of the Malay Peninsula, and asked the Council for its 
support and approval. Every member of Council present spoke, 
warmly endorsing his Excellency’s proceedings and intentions 
The unofficial members assured him that they represented the 
views of the entire community, and recommended loans to the 
Native States to enable them at the outset to set the new system 
working ; and they were prepared to sanction such sums being 
placed upon the Estimates as H. E. thought necessary for this 

urpose. We regret that, owing to the great length of the short- 
and report of the speeches, we are unable tu present them to 
our readers in the present Overlund Journal. 

The Bandahara and _ex-Sultan of Perak has, we are glad to 
learn, written to his Excellency the Governor, expressing his 
readiness to follow the Governor’s advice and counsel, and also 
his desire to maintain friendly relations with Sultan Abdullah. 
There appears now to be no political obstacle to the appoint- 
ment of a Resident to that territury, and if the choice be ju- 
dicious, as we have every reason to believe it will be, the 

eace and prosperity of that rich and fertile country should 
be ensured. While matters are progressing so favourably 
in the States to the westward, we regret to hear that ill feel- 
ing has for some time existed between the headman on oppo- 
site sides of the Indau river, which had been fixed by the 
former Governor of these settlements acting as umpire, as de- 
fining the boundary between Johore and Pahang, and lately a 
number of Pahang men murdered a headman on the Johore 
side. H.E. Sir Andrew Clarke, accompanied by the Hon. T. 
Braddell, left this on the 17th instant in HAMS. Charybdis, 
together with the gunboats Hurt and Avon, on a friendly visit 
to the Bandahara of Pahang, and will at the same time endea- 
vour to effect a permanent settlement of any disputes between 
the headman or petty chiefs, as also between the Bandahara 
and the Maharajah of Johore. The success which has hitherto 
attended all his Excellency’s negotiations with the Native rulers 
leads us to look forward with confidence to a satisfactory settle- 
ment of any differences that may exist. . 

A special criminal session opened on the 17th, for the trial of 
two cases in which material witnesses were about to leave the 
Colony. ‘The first case taken on was a Crown prosecution 
against the master of the British barque Cameo, on a charge of 
having violently assaulted a young lad of some fifteen years, 
shortly after leaving Liverpool for this port. The jury, after 
retiring for about ten minutes, returned a verdict of not guilty, 
in which the Chief Justice fully concurred, stating that even had 
an opposite verdict been returned he would have inflicted only 
the smallest fine. 

The British barque Bertie, Capt. Le Couteur, which left for 
Liverpool on the 2nd, returned to this port for repairs, having 
struck on a sunken reef near Gaspar Straits on the lth 
inst. She will probably have to discharge cargo and go into 
dock. The line of experimental steamers recently started by the 
Netherlands India Steam Navigation Company, to ply between 
Batavia and Australia, has been discontinued, and the steamer 
which was advertised to sail in a few days hence has been with- 
drawn, owing, we understand, to want of encouragement in the 
way of passengers and cargo. 

The arrivals of steamers via the Suez Canal have been the 
Emiliano on the 15th from Liverpool, via Cadiz, and the U'lysss 
on the 17th from Liverpool.

T-Cloths had been quiet, 
and shew no change in prices; the demand was mostly for inferior 
makes. White Shirtings were without improvement. Drills showed 
a small decline, and a moderate business had been done. Fancy 
Cottons were without change. Woollens: The market had remained 
very quiet, and prices were rather casicr. Camlcts at auction realized 
rather better prices, but had since again receded. Long Ells: Business 
had been on a very limited scale, and prices were nominal. In other 
descriptions there was no change. In Metals there had been scarcely 
anything doing. 

Hone Konc.—The arrivals during the [interval, besides the mail, 
steamers, had been the g. s. Diomed, Somerset, Charles Albert 
Atalanta, Paris ; ships, Faleon, and Sir Henry Parkes, bringing fairsup- 
plies of manufactured goods for this market and the North. There 
had been no improvement whatever to notice in the tone of the Im- 
port market, and with one or two exceptions prices remained very 
much the same as previously quoted, and the only way in which to 
account for the dullness of trade was the fact that stocks in second 
hands had accumulated in consequence of a falling off in the demand 
from the country districts.

YoxouamMa.—During the early part of the fortnight now under 
review, settlements continued on a liberal scale, and prices somewhat 
hardened ; latterly, however, buyers generally had been holding off, 
and the market closed quiet, although no decline was quoted. _Settle- 
ments during the fortnight had amounted to nearly 10,C00 piculs, 
making a total since commencement of the season, of about 78,000 
piculs, from this port alone. On the 25th Aug. the Duna (atr.) left for 
New York, with 848,916 lbs. ; and, on the 27th the Benefactor sailed, 
also for New York, with 645,023 lbs. The Ambassador, on the berth, 
was fully engaged. Quotations :—Common $26 to 28 per picul ; good 
common, $30 to 32; medium, $34 to 36; good medium, $37 to 40; 
fine, $41 to 44 per picul ; finest, $46 to 49. ‘ 

Hankow.—Messrs. Drysdale and Co.’s Report says :—Since our last, 
dated 18th August, Tea has been arriving freely from the country, 
28,000 cheats having come to hand during the fortnight. !In the corres- 

nding time last year only 19,000 chests came down. Our total 
Ertvale to date are a little over two milliona ahead of last year, and 
Customs export is now larger by nearly a million. This points to an 
increase in our total export for the season. We now require 45,000 
chests to bring us up to last year, and ag rather a brisk demand has 
sprung up the last few days there is little doubt this quantity will be 
exceeded. Settlements for the fortnight are 5,330 chests and 5,482 
half-chests. Prices have ranged high rather for the class of Tea on 
offer. Common Oonfars have sold at Tls. 14 to 15}, and Teas a little 
better at Tls. 16? to 17, Soong-yongs realising 174 to 19 Tls. ; Young- 
low-toongs Tls.

_ SHanaoHal.—Black: There had been a good business done, but 
latterly at rather easier prices, most of tho late settlements showing a de- 
cline of about one tael a picul. Comparing values with last year’s at 
the corresponding date, the better descriptions were about on a par 
with prices then ruling, the commoner still about two tacls higher. 
Supplies had been fairly liberal, and the stocks were as large as usual 
at this period of the season. Shipments by sailing vessel showed a 
large increase over last year. Settlements for the fortnight are 26,150 
chests ; re-shipments on owner's account, 3,550 chests ; stock, 29,400 
chests. Green: The active demand which had existed continued until 
a few days before the close, when the wants of early shippers being 
apparently satisfied, the market had become comparatively quict. The 
inactivity had produced no good results, but a continuance of it must 
-eguse native holders to reduce their demands considerably. Moyuneg 
had been arriving freely, many of the “crack” chops being on the 
aarket, but few setilereni-tnd: taken place. The quality of these teas 
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was much the same as that of last year’s crop. Pingsueys met with 
few buyers, and had a downward tendency. Stock, 77,980 half-chesta. 

Foocnow.—Messrs. Westall, Galton, and Co.’s Weekly Letter, dated 
5th September, says:—The activity reported at the end of last week 
increased at the commencement of this, and a large daily business for 
the time of year has taken place, transactions being for England and 
the Colonies, and it is reported for the States. Congou: With the 
stocks that were accumulating very rapidly, a decline in prices might 
have been expected ; a large business, however, has been done, all grades 
meeting with attention, and prices have hardened since the commences 
ment of the week. Teas costing about 1s. and 1s. 1d. per lb. are de- 
cidedly worse value; the better ones being no cheaper than the same 
grades in the middle of July. Souchong: Prices have ruled irregu- 
larly. Oolong: There is. no change to quote in the lower grades ; a 
few fine parcels have been taken at Tls. 32 short. Flowery Pekoe : One 
chop has found a buyer at Tls. 27. Scented Teas: Prices do not show 
much attention ; desirable parcels are now becoming scarce. The ex- 
port to Great Britain, the Continent of Europe, and the Cape of Good 
Hope amounts to 31,654,742 lbs., against 31,764,981 Ibs. last year. To 
America, 154,936 Ibs.. against nil. To the Colonies, 8,602,155 lbs., 
against 8,633,537 lbs. last year. 

Amoy.—Since the 24th August prices had ruled $1 to 2 per picul 
lower, and at the reduction a considerable business had been done, the 
settlements having been about 25,000 half-chests. These purchases

Canton.—Messrs. Deacon and Co.’s Report says :—A moderate busi- 
ness has been transacted since last mail without any material change in 
value. Congous: A few small parcels of medium to fine have been 
taken at Tls, 19 to 23 per picul. Scented Teas : Of Capers the scttle- 
ments have been in common to good common at Tis. 12 to 13, fair to 
medium at Ts. 16 to 20, and good medium at Tis. 23 to 24 per picul, 
the bulk of the stock now on offer presents little attraction to buyers. 
Of Orange Pekoes a few small purchases of long leaf, recently made at 
Tis. 224 to 26, show a decided advance, but that cannot be taken as a 
criterion of the market, as there is now no inclination evinced to con- 
tinue business at even the former standard of rates, in view of the de- 
pression ruling for this description in London.

Dealers were anxious to be 
moving stocks, but were apparently averse ta lower their prices to a 
more tempting level. Settlements from 1st July to date, 1,600 bales. 

SHancHaL—The weakness lately apparent had been counteracted by 
a revival of demand for France and Italy, and buyers for England 
having also come forward more freely, prices had been maintained at 
their former level, with a trifling advance on some special chops. 
Latest quotations :—Koo-long-sing, Chop 3, Tls. 3874 ; Tae-ho Monster 
Tis. 8774 ; Dragon, Tls. 870 to 375 ; Gold Lion, Nos. 1 and 2, Tla. 355, 
and 835 ; Red Peacock, Tls.

Canton.—Anticipations of lower prices had not been realised, and 
No. 4 Tsatlee was still worth $310 per picul. Settlements for the 
French mail were made to tho extent of 160 bales, to which 117 bales 
had since been added. The stock in Canton was steadily accumulating, 
and should purchases continue to be made on the same moderate scale 
as hitherto a decline in rates appears inevitable, more especially as the 
Native demand for staple had in a great measure abated.

CHINA AND KASHGAR. 

IN a recent article on the reported defeat of the Chinese 
troops on their own territory by the Son of the Ameer of 
KasuGar, we were led by various circumstances to question 
the entire accuracy of the news which The Times corres- 
pondent at Berlin every now and again telegraphs to this 
country in regard to events happening in those far-away 
regions, from which information comes to us but slowly 
and in driblets ; and we further observed :—“ How long 
‘“‘ the Chinese will allow him (the Ameer) to remain in un- 
“ disturbed possession of the territory which he has seized 
“ of late years is a question which time alone can solve.” 
All doubt on this head would seem to be removed, much 
sooner than could have been expected, by the intelligence 
just published by the Invalide Russe, a paper which is ordi- 
narily well informed on all matters which immediately or 
remotely affect Russian interests. The Russian journal now 
states that ‘Chinese troops have invaded Kashgar 
“territory, with the intention of making a direct 
“ attack upon the capital” Clearly Kuzt Bre’s victory 
over his opponents could not have been a decisive 
one, and its moral effect could not have been very dis- 
heartening to the Chinese troops, as they are now said to 
be marching, seemingly without let or hindrance, through 
that portion of their ancient province of Ili which the 
Ameer YAKOOB KHAN has of late years wrested from them, 
their intention being to attack his capital, which lies at the 
extreme western end of his dominions. Furthermore, al- 
though no details are given, the present news tends to 
confirm our former conjecture that the Chinese did not 
contemplate an attack on the Kulja district, for their line 
of march through the Ameer’s territory will of necessity lie 
+o the south of it. 














COCHIN CHINA. 

A RUMOUR reaches us from Saigon that a scheme has 
been started to make a short line of railway to a point 
some six or seven miles down the river, and that the pro- 
jector may shortly be expected in Europe to endeavour to 
form a company for the enterprise. There seems to be a 
strong local feeling that the project is premature, and that 
it is a bold undertaking to attempt to overthrow or com- 
pete with the present cheap and sufficiently speedy mode 
of transport by cargo boats. Our private advices from 
Saigon lead us to believe that this year’s rice crop will be 
a very short one, it being already estimated at a million 
piculs less than last year’s ; and the quality of the grain is 
said to be the worst ever seen on the market. The 
Courrier de Saigon states that the Treaty of Commerce 
with Annam, which is to be annexed to the political 
Treaty of the 15th of March last, was signed at Saigon on 
the 31st of August. 

Evidently matters are not going on quite so smoothly in 
Tonquin as French merchants could deine M. Dopvis, 
erst of Hankow, and who now signs himself “ Agent du 
Titai de Yunnan,” writes to the Indépvendent de Saigon, and 
says that he learns that the English are exceedingly busy 
about opening a commercial route across Birmah in order to 
communicate with the province of Yunnan. Although he 
considers this project chimerical, because of the numerous 
natural difficulties which it will be certain to encounter on 
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the frontier between Tai-yue-tcheou and Ta-li-fou, still M. 
Dupuis is afraid that it may end in diverting the com- 
merce of South-Western China from the Red River (Song- 
koi), which he recently explored with such success, unless 
the French Government quickly bestirs itself and take® 
some decisive action with the Court of Hué The Indé 
nt de Saigon states that for some time past the light- 

ing of the town has left much to be desired, and that the 
lamps are frequently either not lighted at all or else go 
out! We are not much aries that under these irri- 
tating circumstances, our contemporary is virtuoualy in- 
dignant against the contractors for imposing on the muni- 
cipality and the inhabitants, especially when we consider 
that the shortcomings alluded to are most common on the 
darkest nights ! e Indépendant, in continuation of its 
previous remarks on “ the massacre of Christians in Ton- 
a ae in consequence of their confiding in the word ot 
“ the representatives of France,”—a massacre in which the 
number of victims is said (erroneously, let us hope) to have 
reached the appalling total of 10,000 !—now publishes a 
long letter giving a résumé of the facts which preceded and 
provoked the catastrophe. One point about this letter 
strikes us as somewhat odd, and that is, that though pro- 
fessedly written in Saigon, it bears date so far back as the 
28th of last. March. 


IN an article on Japanese affairs, the Journal des Deébais 
expresses regret at the sudden change in the feelings of 
the Japanese towards foreigners. “It is painful,” says our 
contemporary, “ to see Japan, after such a brilliant move 
“ forwards, after having borrowed from Europe her pro- 
“ fessors, her engineers, her railways, her telegraphs, her 
“ military tactics, which permit her, with a handful of 
“soldiers, and ironclad vessels, to keep her powerful 
“ neighbours at bay ; it is painful to see her sca 
“trespassers those who have done so much for her. Why 
“ this ingratitude after such an excess of enthusiasm?” 
The Journal des Débats‘ mentions the extreme difficulties 
Europeans meet with in obtaining passports. At the last 
moment the Daijo-Daijin (First Minister) has, it is true, 
issued a very liberal proclamation allowing the delivery of 
passports to all foreigners who require them, but the Débats 
does not believe in the sincerity of this act ; our contem- 
porary is afraid that vexatious proceedings will yet be 
taken against Europeans travelling in Japan. In the same 
article, the Débats states that the French Minister at Yoko- 
hama, M. DE BERTHEMY, is gaining more credit and influ- 
ence daily at the Court of Japan. 


MENTION was made some time ago of the decision to 
which the India-office had arrived respecting the survey 
of Captain SpRYE’s land route from Rangoon to Kiang- 
Hung. Great efforts have been made to induce Lo 
SALISBURY to reconsider his decision upon this subject, 
and it is now stated that an exploring expedition is being 
arranged, and will start to complete the survey to the 
Chinese frontier early next month. The expedition will 
be accompanied by Colonel Horace Brown, Dr. ANDER- 
son, Mr. Ney Exias, and by some officials of the China 
Consular Service. 


WE understand that the Duc de DEcazEs, the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, has still under his consideration the 
uestion of the future administration of the French Se- 
tlement in Shanghai, with a view to meet more effectually 
such contingencies as the late riot. The opponent offered 
by the members of the Municipal Council to the Consul- 
General at Shanghai very much complicates the question, 
but we believe that his action in regard to the riot hes 
been approved by the French Government. 


TuE Chevalier SCHAFFER, the new Austrian Minister to 
China, Japan, and Siam, proceeds to Shanglal by an early 
mail, and will, we understand, take up his residence 
Shanghai, visiting the capitals to which he is accredited 
occasion may demand, 


THE Japanese Government have given an order to & 
Birmingham manufacturer for 5,000 Martini rifles. The 
order is to be executed with the greatest possible despatch. 
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THE creation of permanent Maritime tribunals in Cochin 
China having rendered the nomination of a captain-reporter 
necessary (as in all maritime tribunals in France), the 
French Admiralty has decided that a naval lieutenant in 
active service shall be selected for the appointment.

THE MALAY PENINSULA. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

A telegram from the Far East which announced last week that threat- 
ened difficulties “between the Bandar and Pahang and the Maharajah 
of Johore ” had been settled by Sir Andrew Clarke conveyed the in- 
timation that the now Governor of the Straits Settlements had taken a 
fresh step in the pacification of the turbulent little States of the Malay 
Peninsula by composing a quarrel of long standing between the Banda- 
barah of Pahang and the ruler of Johore. It was a boundary question 
which might have been easily settled years ago by any English governor 
who had had the confidence of both the parties to the dispute ; and we 
trust and believe that the settlement now effected by Sir Andrew 
Clarke is at once evidence of the personal influence which he is acquir- 
ing among the native princes in the Malay Peninsula and a promise of 
improvement in our relations with them. When the new Governor of 
the Straits Settlements arrived in that colony last November he found 
the southern extremity of the Malay Peninsula in a disturbed state, 
seriously affecting our commerce in that part of the world. The State 
of Perak was torn not only by a war of succession but by furious dis- 

utes between powerful factions of Chinese which had sided in the 
alay quarrel and threatened to fight it out in our island of Penang. 
With a little judicious management, the English rir pietate gravis ex- 
on dee the strife by obtaining a general recognition of the rightful 
y sovereign and reconciling the Chinese miners. Farther south, 
Salangore was fast reeolving itself into that happy state of political 
nature where every stout fellow who does not shrink from cutting a 
throat or a purse, and has influence enough to gather a score of con- 
genial followers to share his fortunes, sets up for independent sove- 
reignty, and, like his co-tenant the tiger, lives on what prey crosses his 
path. The not very happy action of the preceding Colonial Adminis- 
tration, by setting up and supporting a foreign chief, had rather pro- 
moted than retarded this process of disintegration, and in a short time 
the whole State of Salangore would have become a mere nest of free- 
booters. Sir Andrew Clarke had here, as elsewhere, an inheritance of 
difficulties bequeathed to him, but here, as elsewhere, he will work out 
of them. Indeed, so sanguine are some of the Singapore merchants of 
his success that a joint-stock company was started in the City last 
summer, for making enormous fortunes out of a concession of all the 
tin which lies still, alas, buried in the heart of the Salangore mountains 
and forests. But such schemes are better calculated to injure than to 
advance any statesmanlike objects which Sir A. Clarke and the Colonial- 
office can have in view; and they are not likely to receive any serious 
support, either pecuniary or political. The Malay Peninsula, now the 
ion of a few scattered tribes of natives and of beasts of prey, is full 
of mineral wealth, and needs but the vivifying breath of a rational 
Government to develop rapidly into wealth and importance. As soon 
as it was understood that the arm of British Power protected life 
and property on its soil, crowds of Chinese workmen and abundance of 
British and native capital would be forthcoming to bring into the 
markets the untold wealth which lies hidden there; and the true 
policy of Sir Andrew Clarke will lie in enforcing this very obvious truth 
on the rulers of the States around him. That he designs to carry out 
the views which Sir Stamford Raffles had when he founded Singapore 
in 1819 seems clear, and we wish him every success, He will not only 
convert » wilderness into a garden, but he will make the eastern shore 
of the Bay of Bengal and of the Straits of Malacca what it ought long 
since to have been—if not British in name, at least exclusively British 
in fact. This becomes now a matter of daily increasing importance, 
since France is strengthening herself on the eastern side of Siam, and 
the Dutch are extending their influence in Sumatra, not for themselves 
only perhaps, but for those successors of theirs who are seen looming in 
the distant, perhaps not very distant, future. 








THE ORIENTAL BANK CORPORATION. 

An extraordinary general meeting of this bank was held on the 22nd 
inst., at the offices, Threadneedle-street ; George Arbuthnot, Eaq., in 
the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting was read by the chief manager, 
Mr. C. J. F. Stuart. The Chairman said the meeting was for the pur- 
pose of declaring an interim dividend, and there was very little to be 
raid. Accounts were not presented on the present occasion, but 
the chief r would read a statement of the affairs of the 
bank, which would show the grounds on which the dividend would be 
declared. 


Mr. Stuart read the following statement of liabilities :—Promissory 
notes in circulation, not bearing interest, £563,506 ; bills of exchange 
in circulation not bearing interest, £8,227,845 ; balances due to other 
banks, £69,866; cash deposited not bearing interest, £4,151,514 ; 
cash deposited bearing interest, £6,727,620 ; total due to the public, 
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£19,740,352. Capital paid up, £1,500,000; reserve surplus fund, 
£450,000 ; insurance fund, £50,000; dividends remaining unpaid, 
£4,150 ; balance of profit and loss, after defraying all current charges, 
£101,049. Assets: amount of bullion, £2,965,922 ; balances due from 
other banks, £730,190 ; promissory notes, or bills of other banks, 
£87,654 ; Government securities, £1,956,027 ; landed or other pro- 
perty of the Corporation, £253,951 ; debts secured by landed or other 
property, £68,678 ; notes and bills discounted or other debts due to 
the corporation, not included under the foregoing head, £15,763,066. 

The Chairman said from the foregoing statement it would be seen 
that the profit, including the balance carried over, was £101,049 5s. 6d., 
and that would admit of a dividend of £1 10s. per share, being at the 
rate of 12 per cent. per annum, or 6 per cent. for the half-year, free of 
income-tax, payable on the lst November, and leave a balance to carry 
over of £11,049 5s. 6d. He had no remarks to make, and would there- 
fore simply declare that dividend. The business of the bank was pro- 
gressing most satisfactorily all over the world, and he should be greatly 
disappointed if the board were not able to pay a similar dividend in 
April next. A vote of thanks was passed to the Chairman and di- 
rectors, and the proceedings terminated. 


THE CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF 
INDIA, LONDON, AND CHINA. 
The half-yearly meeting of this Bank was held on the 20th inst., at 


the offices, 65, Old Broad-street, under the presidency of G. G. Nicot, 


Esq., chairman of the board of directors, for the purpose of receiving 


a report and statement of accounts for the past half-year. 


The minutes of the previous meeting were read and confirmed. The 


notice convening the meeting was read by the secretary, Mr. WALTER 
Ormiston, and the report of the directors was taken as read. It 
stated that the net profits of the half-year ending the 30th June last 
were £41,871 13s. 4d., including £1,661 11s. 4d. brought forward from 
last year’s profit and loss account. 
of 8 per cent. per annum was (free of income-tax) declared, leaving a 
balance of £11,871 13s. 4d., which was carried forward to next account. 
The directors regretted to announce the death of their esteemed col- 
league, Mr. James Joseph Mackenzie, whose valuable services, first as 
auditor and subsequently as director, had ulways been highly appre- 
ciated. 


An ad interim dividend at the rate 


The CHAIRMAN said the present was an interim meeting of the share- 


holders, at which it waa nut usual to present any detailed accounts. 


An approximate statement was presented which gave a fair reflex of 


the company’s affairs. The profit and loss account was not so satisfac- 
tory as that of the corresponding half-year, and that was entirely owing 


to the unsatisfactory state of the China trade. The directors had no 
reason to complain of the other branches of tke bank, but it would be 
wrong not to state frankly that the China business showed a consider- 


able loss, and consequently the aggregate profits of the present half- 


year as compared with the corresponding period were considerably leas. 
The China business it had been felt necessary to curtail very much in- 
deed, and the logs on the business had been aggravated by the unusual 
state of the China exchanges. All the funds remitted for some time 
past had been at a considerable loss. That state of things, it was to 
be hoped, would not continue, and such a state of adversity as China 
trade was passing through they might expect would be succeeded by a 
period of prosperity. The result was that after paying a dividend at 
the rate of cight per cent. per annum there was a balance left to carry 
forward of £11,000. The only item in the figures to notice was the 
increase in the charges account, and after what had been said at previous 
meetings he thought it right to explain that the increase was partly due 
to an augmentation in the expenditure on inspection. He had no doubt 
they would all agree that that was an expenditure in the right direction. 
With regard to the expenditure on telegraphs, in a house like theirs, 
the establishment of telegraphic communication with the East ren- 
dered a large expenditure in telegrams absolutely necessary. It would 
be hopeless to attempt to carry on the business without that outlay ; 
but it resulted in a profit in the business. It must not be supposed 
from what he had said about the loss on the China trade that they 
had incurred any bad debts; the losses were from losses on exchange, 
and the inability to make profit. Since the last meeting he regretted 
to say the directors had lost one of their valued colleagues, Mr. 
Mackenzie, who was unexpectedly carried off by death. Mr. Scott, 
of the firm of Binny and Co., of Madras, had been elected to fill 
the place of Mr. Mackenzie. The only other matter he had to refer to 
was that of Joshua, by which the bank some time ago sustained a very 
heavy losa. The matter was still sub judice. The bank had obtained 
a judgment as was expected, and was now prosccuting its claim in the 
courts at Damascus, and he believed that by the end of next year 
it would be in a position to report that something had been recovered. 
It was not necessary to adopt the report at this meeting, and the only 
resolution he had to propose was that Mr. J. W. Bullen be elected a 
director in the place of Sir William Grey, resigned. 
Mr. Murray Ropertson briefly seconded the motion, which was 
to nem. con., and the proceedings closed with a vote of thanks 
to the chairman. 








THE CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, 


AND CHINA. 

An extraordinary general meeting of the shareholders of this bank 
was held on the 2ist inst. at the London Tavern, for the purpose of 
declaring an interim dividend for the half-year ended the 30th of June 
last. Mr. W. Paterson occupied the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN expressed his regret that the chair on that occasion 
was not filled by Mr. Cassels, who had been nominated by the Secretary 
of State for India to a seat on the India Council. Although he and 
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his colleagues felt that it was a loss to the bank, they could not but 
feel gratified at the compliment conferred upon Mr. Cassels, and he 
believed that the shareholders would cordially endorse the sentiments 
of the directors as to the great benefit the bank had derived from Mr. 
Cassels’ services. His presence at the India Council would be of great 
value to banks and mercantile houses interested in India, as he had taken 
with him great experience and knowledge of inodern business in India. 
His(the Chairman’s) colleagues had been good enough to place him in Mr, 
Cassels’ seat, and he could only say that it would be his pleasure, as it was 
his duty, tome-i. the confidence they had reposed in him. Astothebank’s 
affairs there wes very little to say. Everything was going on in a very 
satisfactory manner. During the half-year they had heard of losses in 
India, but fortunately they had not suffered. The business altogether 
was going on satisfactorily, and he believed the bank at no timo pos- 
sessed a more efficient steff, from its manager downwards, than it did 
at present. The directors, after most carefully overhauling the ac- 
counts, felt fully justified in recommending a dividend at the rate of 5 
per cent. perannum. To fill the place in the direction vacated by Mr. 
Cassels, the board had elected Mr. Christian, who was lately a member of 
the old Bombay firm of which Mr. Cassels was formerly a partner, and 
he had no doubt that when at the proper time he proposed to the share- 
holders (which would be at the next meeting) to confirm the choice of 
the board they would unanimously do so. He concluded by moving 
that an interim dividend for the half-year ending 30th June last, at the 
rate of 5 per cent. per annum, free of income-tax, be now declared, 
payable on and after the 28th inst.—Mr. Joun Juxzs briefly seconded 
the mot on. 

Mr. Morrison said he would have been better pleased if the dividend 
had been larger, but was thankful for the return such as it was. 
Referring to the custom of merchants in drawing between England 
and India and China, he deprecated the six months’ usance on bills 
of exchange, and, believing that it was not goud in principle, urged 
that the board should do all they could to shorten the usance.—A 
SHAREHOLDER was satisfied with the dividend, and hoped the board 
would not increase it until a most substantial addition had been made 
to the reserve fund.—Mr. JosrpH Batrour was of opinion that the 
rewerve fund was the backbone of a bank, and so far as he was personally 
concerned he would be content to cordially support the board if they told 
the shareholders that they did not desire to pay an increased dividend 
until there was a good and substantial reserve fund. He would cheer- 
fully go without a dividend fora year if the money were put toa reserve 
fund, as he believed that would strengthen the bank.—Mr. Brrr thought 
the shareholders might be taken somewhat more freely into the con- 
fidence of the board, and informed, if only approximately, what the 

rofits of the half-year had been, and whether they compared satis- 
Factorily with the corresponding half-year. With reference to the 
charter, he would like to know whether that had been renewed. 

The CHarrMay, in reply to the questions, said it was not usual to 
produce a report and accounts at the interim meeting. The accounts 
were made up annually and presented to the shareholders duly audited. 
There had been some failures in China, but this bank was not affected 
by them. Speaking generally, the half year for which the dividend was 
paid had been much better in a business point than the corresponding one 
of the previous year, and since June 30 there had been if anything a 
similar improvement. He had every reason for believing that at the 
close of the year the board would be able to give as good a dividend, 
and carry a respectable sum to the reserve fund. The feeling of the 
board was to keep the dividend at about the present rate until there 
was a good reserve fund. The bank could not disturb the usance, and 
if they were to refuse first-class mercantile bills having six mohths 
to run they might as well shut up shop. The directors had every 
desire to see shorter bills, but there were such things as good long 
bills and bad short ones. 

The dividend was then declared, and the proceedings closed with a 
vote of thanks to the chairman and his colleagues,

WRECK OF THE §.8.N. COMPANY'S STEAMER “ CHUSAN.” 

We regret to report the wreck of the 8.S.N. Company's new steamer 
Chusan, the launch of which we noticed in our issue of the 28th 
of Sept. She was built by Messrs. John Elder and Co., on Clyde, 
for the Company’s Yang-tsze service, and left Glasgow for China on the 
19th inet., but had not proceeded far on her voyage when, owing to 
defects in her machinery, she put into Waterford, when it was 
found advizable to return to the Clyde, in order to effect the altera- 
tions ; while proceeding there she was wrecked, with a loss of fifteen 
lives. 

There were in all fifty-two souls on board, of whom thirteen were 
white people, the crew being otherwise made up of negroes and lascars, 
The steamer, which had about 900 tons of coal on board, bnt no cargo, 
wag under the command of Captain Johnston, who belonged to Massa- 
chusetts, and was accompanied by his wife and son and sister-in-law, all 
natives of America. 

The Chusan, after leaving Waterford, experienced at the outset 
moderate weather. On the 20th, however, the wind rose, and gradu- 
ally gained in intensity, while the sca ran high. After midnight a 
perfect hurricane prevailed, with deluging rain and blinding spray. 
The gale blew from the north-west, driving the vessel, which did not 
obey her helm, over in the direction of Ayrshire, and the obvious aim 
of those in charge of the ship was to keep her well in the channel, and 
clear of this dangerous coast line. 

During the night Captain Johnston, Mr. Moir, the pilot, and Captain 
King, a passenger, remained on the bridge, while Mr. Miller, the 
second mate, and other three men were stationed at the wheel. From 
this it would appear that the safety of the vessel was provided for as 
far as possible. The wind, however, was too strong to allow them to 
gain safer harbours up channel, and about six o'clock they found them 
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selves drifting towards Ardroesan under all the perils of thick darkness, 
blinding rain and spray, and a gale inshore. Finding that it was im- 
possible to keep off they made for the harbour, and succeeded in 
rounding the point. The situation of Crinan Rock is indicated by a 
beacon placed on the top, which seems to have been observed, and as 
the vessel was running ominously near to it her engines were backed. 
Before she could be got clear, however, a great sea wheeled 
her round, and she struck upon the shore side of the rock 
and parted amidships. The stern end of the vessel, which contained 
the machinery, sank to the bulwarks in about half an hour, the paddles 
remaining above water; while the forepart of the ship, which was 
water-tight, drifted into the harbour. She was cut through, as if 
with a knife. The stern end was also provided with a water-tight 
compartment in rear, but the machinery was partially open, and the 
dead-weight, with the inroad of the sea, resulted in its going down. 
Those who were in this part of the ship crowded astern, and as the 
sea washed over the bulwarks they were either drowned or washed 
overboard. If they had got on the paddle-boxes, the chances are that 
many of them, at least, might have been saved. As for the forepart of 
the ship, as we have said, it floated into the harbour, and the greater 
number of those on board, upwards of twenty in all, were safely brought 
to land. The pilots and others who stood on the pier carried lifebuoys, 
which were thrown to the assistance of several of the crew, who had 
got hold of pieces of wreck, and were drifting inshore. 

The wreck was seen from land by Mr. Steel, the harbour master, and 
some of the pilots at the station, and steps were at once taken to bring 
into requisition all available means for the rescue of the drowning 

ple, whose screams could be heard above the roar of the storm. As 
it happened, these means were hardly adequate for the occasion. The 
coastguard consisted of only one man, H. Lipscombe, its ordinary 
strength being five men. Of these G. Hays, the chief, and two others 
were on Monday, the 12th inst., called off to Greenock for drill, while 
a fourth was sent to go on duty at Lamlash. The station is provided 
with a rocket apparatns, which Mr. Lipscombe got out, but, without 
skilled assistance, was unable to use. The lifeboat was procured, 
but here again a difficulty was experienced, for the coxswain, 
Thomas Phillips, is one of the coastguardsmen who were 
called away, and in his absence Lipscombe, the second coxswain, 
did what he could to get a crew together. The bont was ulti- 
mately manned with fourteen men—carpenters, sailors, and other volun- 
teers—William Breckenridge, one of the Ardrossan pilots, being of the 
number. When she was launched, however, which was not accomplished 
until fully an hour after the vessel struck, the wind was so strong on 
shore that they could not get her out to sea, although half an hour was 
spent in this endeavour. It was still early morning, but large crowds 
had assembled on the quay, watching with painful anxiety the sad 
spectacle out at sea. Men were seen clinging to the wreck, crying 
piteously for help, and others yainly trying to swim ashore were car- 
ried out by the ebb tide and quickly lost to sight. While the lifeboat 
was thus contending with the difficulties of the hour, Captain Ban- 
natyne, accompanied by five men, put off in the harbour tug. He got 
as near the wreck as possible, and lines were thrown on board, by 
means of which nine of the unfortunate people were saved. The cap- 
tain, with his wife, got hold of one of the lines. He bravely kept his 
wife afloat until she was seized by those on board the tug, but the poor 
man himself slipped backward and was drowned. The firat and second 
engineers were of the number of those rescued at this time. Captain 
Bannatyne shouted to those still on the wreck to get on the paddle- 
boxes. The tide was now full, and he was hopeful that they might be 
able to hold on till he got back again. His return to shore, too, was 
hastened by signals for him to come and take the lifeboat in tow. 
Although he had got out with comparative case, he experienced consi- 
derable difficulty in getting the tug into position to return. This was 
at length accom plished, and he landed his passengers. The life-boat 
was then taken in tow, and on the wreck being reached lines were 
again thrown out. In this way Miss Elliot, her child-nephew, George 
Johnstone, John Murdoch Johnstone, the mate, and three or four of 
the men were taken off. The mate, Mr. Johnstone, lashed Miss Elliot 
and the child to the rope, and saw them on board the tug before look- 
ing to his own safety or that of his companions. By the time these 
reacues had been effected all hope of rendering further assistance was 








at anend. It was now about 9 o'clock, and the storm had done its 
work. Excepting those who had reached land, all were now beyond 
aid. As we have said, several men were rescued by the assistance of 


the pilots on the pier, and the steward of the steamer Amphiom, then 
lying at the quay, picked up a man who managed to rench that vessel, 
Four men also put off in a small buat, but their praiseworthy bravery 
was unhappily not rewarded by success. One of the crew was observed 
at the wheel, and efforts were made to briug him off. The men suc- 
ceeded in passing a line tu him, but were unable to pull him clear of 
the wreck, and it is supposed he must have been fastened to the wheel. 
He was ultimately wasked of the deck and drowned. The rescued 
persons were accommodated in hotels and private houses in the town, 
and every kindness was shown them. Mrs. Johnstone is near her con- 
finement and her condition is therefore critic. Mr. Johnstone, the

LOSS OF THE “MAJU.” 

Telegrams from Stornaway, received at Dundeo, report that on the 
23rd a wreckage was cast ashore, from which there is no doubt what- 
ever that the fine iron ship Maju, Captain Smith, has been lost, and 
that the whole of the crew, twenty-four in number, have perished, 
The vessel sailed from Dundee on the afternoon of Friday, the 16th, 
and made a splendid passage to the Pentland Frith. It would appear 
that she had encountered the whole of the violent gale which swept 
over the coast on Wednesday, the 21st. The supposition is that she 
had been endeavouring to get shelter among the Hebrides Islands, 
She was built by Messrs. Brown and Simpson, Dundee, for Measrs, Kil- 
lick, Martin, and Co., of London, and was of 1,000 tons burden, 
and classed Al at Lloyds. She was coal-laden for Rangoon. How 
the casualty happened no one, of course, can tell, but it is supposed 
that the ship had become unmanageable. It is suppoed that the total 
loss will amount to between thirty and forty thoueand pounds, both 
ship and cargo were insured.

Mr. E. C. Bowra.—It is with much regret that we record the death 
of Mr. E. C. Bowra, in his thirty-third year, at Halsteed, Kent. Mr. 
Bowra arrived in China in 1865, and entered the Chircee Custcms Ser- 
vice. Having attained considerable proficiency in the Chinese lan- 
guage, he was soon promoted to the post of Commiesioner of Customs 
at Ningpo. He was deputed last year as one of the special ccmmis- 
sioners to represent China at the Vienna Exhibition ; his labours in 
connection with this post were very much appreciated, and it is hardly 
too much to say that he wes the life and evul of the China department 
at Vienna. His loss will be felt by a largo circle of friends, who much 
i dp his talents, vigour, vivacity, and genial temperament. At 
the expiration of his leave Mr. Bowra would have returned to China 
to resume his post in the service, but his premature death now leaves 
a blank to be filled. Mr. Bowra has Ieft a widow and four children.

Messrs. Sillar and Co.’s Tea Circular contains the following 

with reference to the Teas ex Gordon Castle :— 

In our last Circular we alluded to the sale at Lisbon of 1,400,000 lbs. 
of submerged teas from the wreck of the Gordon Castle for £500, or at 
the rate of a third of a farthing per pound. We also drew attention 
to the fact of a hundred tons of the same submerged teas having 
arrived in this country. This statement drew forth a communication 
from Messrs. W. J. and H. Thompson to the effect that this sale was 
based upon the value of the lead, and that there was not any chance 
of the tea being introduced for consumption, the whole of the cargo 
having been condemned by a gentleman from their house as utterly 
spoilt. These gentlemen omitted to add that the contents of 1,000 
chests were packed in bags and sold at the rate of 2d. per Ib., and that 
the Portuguese Government had taken measures to prevent their im- 
port for consumption into that country. The condemnation of the 
whole cargo by the gentleman from Messrs. Thompson’s house does 
not, therefore, appear to have prevented this sale, which was based 
upon a money standard considerably higher than the value of the lead. 
There are large quantities of these re-dried and putrid tea-leaves now 
in the London warehouses, part of which has been delivered for home 
consumption. They are quite unfit for human food ; we have drawn 
public attention to this fact again and again. It is rumoured that some 
were cleared by a contractor for one of the workhouses. 

The Times prints the following observations on the subject:— 

The matter is one deserving attention, and the only practical remedy 
appears to be that the Custom-house authorities should have the power 
to stop obviously bad samples of any kind of food from entering the 
country. At present they have no such power, so that if an importer 
chooses to pay the duty on putrid articles and run the risks he must be 
allowed to do so. The absence of any uniform system of sanitary 
administration on the part of local authorities frequently makes these 
riaks but slight. 

The P. and O. steamer Pekin arrived at Southampton on the 
17th inst., with £192,240 in Japanese gold coin. e whole of 
this amount has since been purchased for export to France. 

The bullion per P. and O. steamer Peshawur, from South-
